PRISON TEKMS 


Many Former Convicts Keep Re- 


cords Secret From Famly 


and Friends 


It is well-known to tthe police that 
there are a: number of ex-conviots who 
are litenaily rolling in’riches and driv- 
ing about London and the provinces 
today in their own motor cars and 
carriages, said an English detective 
the other day. The majority of these 
men are old-time embezzlers, and 
there seems to be little dowbt that 
they ae able to live well and keep go- 
ing lavishly furnished residences be- 
cause the money they stole was hid- 
den by them before being arrested 
and sent to prison.

The Canadian government offices 
are frequently visited by intending 
investors, who are coming more and 
more to rely on advice given by Can- 
adian representations rather than on 
a broker. 


The Bid for Emigrants 


The mater of state-<aided emigra- 
tion ds likely to become a live issue in 
the near fuiure. Practioal people are 
getting together to force the hands of 
the politicians in the matter of finan- 
cial aid for the employable unemploy- 
ed—in the direction of assisted pas- 
sages to Canada. 

The Canadian Northen Railway will 
open this week an immigration bur- 
eau close to Obed Smivh’s government 
headqparters at Charing Cross, It 
will be in charge of Fred Moss, late of 
the Salvation Army, and will work in 
co-operation with ex-“Major” Howell 
of Toronto. Before he returned to To- 
onto Mr. Howell told the writer that 
the Omuroi government had authoriz- 
ed the expenditure of $3,000 to assist 
experienced farm laborers in the pay- 
ment of their fares to Ontario. This 
work $s ¢o be supervised by tthe Lon- 
don representative of she Ontario 
government, Mr. N. B. Colcock.

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the persimmon. The first is how to ab- 
siract what is known as the “pucker” 
from the persimmon, and the other is 
how to grow that fruit without the 
“pucker,” ‘Dhis ds met, however, & 
new undertaking, as the department 
has ‘been giving a most careful study 
to these problems for seweral years. 
There are some big vwartewes of per- 
simmons ‘that look almost like toma- 
oes, and hey make a very delicious 
spoon fruit when they are ripe; but 
dey become too soft to ship after 
they have been ripened on the tree, 
and if picked green and shipped like 
other fruits wher astringency pre- 
cludes them from being used as food. 

The scientists at work on these 
two probloms have discovered that 
the Japanese for centuries have been 
treating the persimmon with the 
fumes of sake. Sake is to the Japan- 
ese what whiskey is to the Ameri- 
cans, although the two are very dis- 
similar. It awas also discovered that 
the Japanese in ithe early days did not 
wnderstand why the sake had whe ef- 
ect of removing the “pucker” from 
the persimmon; but the scientists say 
that tt is because it changes the tan- 
nin in the fruit to'soluble crystals, and 
they have been testing all maner of 
alcoholic fuanes, with ihe result that 
the problem of taking the “pucker” 
out of the persimmon thas almost been 
solved. 

Then there is the persimmon that 
has mio “pucker.” ‘The frat wus orig- 
inally found by one of the depant- 
ment’s explorers on an expedition 
into the imterior of China. It grows 
south of the frost belt, and, unlike the 
other persimmon, des mot have to 
hang on the tree until it has become 
brown and cracked by frosts in order 
to be t for cating. Specimens of ‘this 
fruit are coming along well at gome 
of the depantment’s experimental st2- 
tions in the south, and it is predicted 
that they wil lappear in the monthern 
market before many years ‘have pass-
